2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed February 1 , 2005 are persuasive. Particularly, the prior art does not 
teach a method of mounting a headlight fixture in a vehicle hood, the method 
comprising molding the vehicle hood with a headlight mounting flange extending down 
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from an inside surface of the vehicle hood, providing a flexible semi-rigid reflective 
material, positioning the reflective material such that a first end of the reflective material 
attaches to the headlight mounting flange and an opposite end of the reflective material 
attaches to an under-hang of the vehicle hood to form a curved surface, these in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claims.
